The institute was called to ordci 
yesterday morning and after organi- 
zation the teachers present enrolled 
their names. This will, perhaps, be 
the fullest attendance in the history 
of the institute.

Yesterday morning the county 
superintendent made a few general 
remarks, which were full of logic 
and instruction to all in attendance, 
showing Miss McDaniel's peculiar 
fitness for the position which she 
has filled so admirably for the past 
twelve years. 

She was followed by an introduc- 
tory address by the instructor of the 
institute, Dr. R. N. Roark. 

The exercises of the afternoon 
consisted of a symposium on school 
management, led by the instructor, 
and a discussion of the normal school 
question in Kentucky.

Was America's Foremost 
Diplomat and a Man of 
Ability and Culture. 



Newbury. N. H., July l.-The 
body of So. ,Mt arv 0 f state John Hay, 
whose unexpected death early today 
has caused sorrow through the land 
and evoked expressions of sympathy 
and regret the world over, will be 
interred in Washington Wednesday. 

Just one week ago to-night the 
Secretary arrived at this village 
from Washington, wearied with the 
cares of State and anticipating a 
long summer's rest. Tonight the 
same launch in which Mr. Hay made 
the short trip fn>m Newbury con- 
veyed relatives of Mrs. Hay to the 
cottage where they brought sym- 
pathy and h( Ip to the stricken wom- 
an and her only son. In that week 
came first the news that the Secre- 
ized with a sudden

jgh the early stages 
had reached a con 
lt in every respect

Death was caused by pulmonary 
embolism, according to Dr. Scudder. 
The patient did not suffer greatly in 
his last moments. Aside from great 
difficulty in breathing there was no 
struggle. Stimulants were ineffect- 
ive. The Secretary lapsed into un- 
consciousness and seemed to fall 
asleep at last. 

Born in Indiana. 

John Hay was born in Salem, Ind., 
October 8, 1838. He was graduated 
from Brown university and settled 
in Illinois as a lawyer, but has been 
in political life since the outbreak of 
the war between the states. In 1861

was subsequently in the United 
States diplomatic service and was 
stationed at various times at Paris, 
Vienna and Madrid. The last dip- 
lomatic position held by Mr. Hay 
was that of ambassador to England, 
to which he was appointed in 1897. 

Secretary of State. 

In the following year, '98,Hay was 
made secretary of state. He was re- 
appointed as secretary of state by 
President Roosevelt and was serving 
in this capacity at the time of his 
death. 

Mr. Hay was a literary man of 
considerable repute. His principal 
literary reputation rests on a book of 
poems celled "Pike County Ballads," 
and a life of Abraham Lincon, 
wrote also a books of travels 
other works.

His opinion sustaining the motion 
was substantially as follows: 
"While I can't lay my hand on any 
particular reason for granting a new 
trial, it kinder runs in my mind 
that this verdict is wrong and I 
grant a new trial. 

The appeal case of T.J. Guthrie 
against the city of Hopkinsville for 
amount of salary which plaintiff 
claimed to have lost on account of 
being quarantined during the small- 
pox epidemic, was decided in favor 
of plaintiff, and the latter was given 
a judgement for $24. 

The motion for a new trial in the 
Annie May Brasher case in which 
she got a verdict for $300 against 
the Tennessee Central was overruled 
also the motion for a new hearing in 
the case of Brown against the 
Forbes Manufacturing Company in 
which there was a verdict for the de- 
fendant was also overruled. 

Jim Holloway. who was convicted 
of manslaughter, in the killing of 
Andrew Bradshaw, another negro, 
near old Belleview, about twenty- 
five years ago, and given eight years, 
was refused a new trial and the case- 
will go to the court of appeals. 

The following divorce suits were* 
granted: Emma Wilson from Abner 
W. Wilson, A. Thomas Wiley from 
Hattie Wiley.

John Adams Foretold Our Noisy Celebrations 



yOHN ADAMS, m signer 
T of the Declaration of In- 
I dependence, and second 
president of the United 
States, was the stanch 
friend of the American 
boy. Not only did he believe It to be 
every boy's inalienable right, but his 
patriotic duty to burn his lingers with 
gunpowder and to deafen the populace 
with noises of all descriptions on the 
nation's natal day That such was his 
belief lb proven by the above extract 



from a letter written by him to his wife 
from Philadelphia on July 3, 1776. 24 
hours before old Liberty Bell had pro- 
claimed to an expectant nation that Its 
representatives had thrown off the yoke 
of the tyrannical George III. 

Thus It is that President Adams is the 
inventor of Independence day celebra- 
tions. Thus it Is that the American 
boy has his first and most prominent 
authority for his hilarious observance 
of this, the greatest day In our history. 

President Adams was a comparative- 



ly young man when be wrote this lei 
ter. being then but 41 years of age. He 
lived to be more than 90, and before his 
death saw this great day celebrated a* 
he wished It celebrated over practically 
all of the civilized portion of the con- 
tinent south of the Canadian line. Hh 
death occurred on July 4. 1826. and on 
the same day, and at almost the same 
hour, there died also Thomas Jefferson, 
a colleague of Adams' on the commit- 
tee which drafted the famous document 
declaring American Independence.

If vindication be needed, for 
the pride taken by the average Amer- 
ican In his declaration: "Jefferfsm 
gathered up the thoughts and emdSiors 
and even the characteristic phrafces of 
the jieople for whom he wrote.Y. jui 
these he perfectly lneorporatedwlth 
what was already in his mind, and 
then to the music of his own keen, 
rich, passionate and enkindling style, 
he mustered them Into that stately 
triumphant procession wherein, as 
some of us still think, they will go 
marching on to the world's end." 

But to speak of other declarations 
connected with our early history. We 
may mention the colonial bill of 
rights (1774). the declaration of 
rights by Virginia (May 27, 1776). aid 
he more or less traditional Mecklen- 
burg declaration of North Carolina, 
vhich. if authentic, antedated by more 
han n year the one signed at Phila- 
delphia 

North Carolina displayed faith la 
the existence of such a declaration by' 
'".831) setting aside a state holiday In 
celebration of this great deed. His- 
torian* disagree as to the Mecklenburg 
declaration, and we can but give the 
story as It is related, details gathered 
from here and there. It Is stated that 
the people of Mecklenburg county were 
called upon in the spring of 1775 to 
appoint delegates to a convention 
where were to be devised ways and 
means for helping the harassed tMfa>le 
of Boston. Immediately after \JL bat- 
tle of Lexington the delegates nfet at 
Charlotte, declared themselves free of 
Great Britain and sworn "to use every 
exertion to spread the love of country 
and fire of freedom throughout Amer- 
ica, until a more general and organ* 
used government be established hi thkt - 
province," It was not until 1318 a copy 
of the alleged declaration was given 
to the public, and then bitter contro- 
ose; as a writer in Harper's 
Endyclopedla of American History 
"There was a general demand 
for proof concerning such an lmp»r-. 
tant event that had been allowedTto 
■lumber more than 40 years." 

In the spring of 1T76 presentation 
was made to the Virginia convention 
of a declaration of rights, and on June 

12 It was unanimously adopted. Leas 
than a month later we have the Amer- 
ican declaration, the expression of the 

13 colonies. At this congress, it took 
no small discussion to win a unant- 

vote, although from the first It 
was evident a majority of the colonists 
In favor of independence. The

Among other curious features 
which make Turkey imi nuomnlv 
in Europe and amonp modern gov- 
ernnWntl in the ban against elec- 
tricity in the dominions of the ini- 
tio. There are to electric lights, 
yet there are gas plants; there are 
no telephones, yet the Turks 
utilize the telegraph ; and the flrM 
electric railway is to be built, 
although steam rondH are no long 
er a novelty. It will not be long, 
however, before this barrier to 
progrea* will Ik- removed, for, ac- 
cording to United States Consul 
Ravndal, plans for on electric 
railway and for electric lighting 
at Damascus are under serious 
consideration. That such a project 
should be taken up in this, the old- 
est surviving city in history, indi- 
cates that Turkey is about to keep 
step, in this respect, at least, with 
the modern world. High govern- 
ment officials are interested in the 
I >a Miasms lighting undertaking, 
for which $260,000 is to be raised. 
Ahmed Izzet Pasha, second secre- 
tary to the sultan, and his brother, 
Mustafa Bey, hare both promised 
to take stock, as has also the coun 
cil of the province. If this should 
prove the entering wedge which it 
seems, there is afield for the im- 
mediate attention of American 
electrical engineers, manufactur- 
ers and promoters.

FLIGHT OF AIRSHIP. 



Daring Feat Performed by 
Inventor at Tolodo. 



Toledo, July, 30. () ne of the most 
remarkable flights ever made m an 
airship was performed yesterday by 

A. R. Knabenshuc, who sailed 
through the air a distanced three 
miles, landed on top of a ten-story 
office building in twenty five mil 
utesfrnm the time of starting and 
then returned to the depot from 
which he started. 

The day was ideal for the daring 
feat. A light wind was blowing 
from the east and Knabenshue sailed 
his aerial craft directly in the face 
of this wind. Two days ago he de- 
clared he would sail down town and 
alight on the top of a ten-story build- 
ing. When he left the starting 
place he directed the ship straight 
for the city. When half the distance 
WW been covered an upper current 
of air carried him up to a distance 
of 3,000 feet. But the nervy direc- 
tor did not lose control of his .__ 
chine for a moment and steered it 
directly for the heart of the city. 

Business was entirely suspended, 
paid the entire population gathered 
in the strei ts to watch the course of 
the ship. When directly over the 
sky-scraper Knabenshue directed his 
craft downward and alighted on the 
building with the grace of a bird. 

A round of applause greeted the 
daring navigator, who was less ex- 
cited than any of the spectators. 
After examining the ship to see 
that it was all right, and receiving 
congratulations from his friends, 
Knabenshue started on his trip back, 
and going in the face of the wind he 
made the return voyage in fifteen 
minutes. He declares his present 
ship is far superier to others he has 
navigated: that it is easier to man- 
age, and that he has solved the prob- 
lem of aerial navigation.
